Seen 
to day by © representative of the Bul- 
letin, Mr. Pettipiece made some in 
teresting remarks in regard to the 
situation in British Columbia so far 
as the influx of orientals and their 
influence on the future of the prov- 
inee was concerned, 

Mr. Pettipiece is om a tour of organ 
izing work for the International Ty- 
pographical union, one of the most 
advanced labor organizations on the 
continent, having several benefit 
Uranches rivalling those of the best 
known friendly and benevolent so- 
cieties, The union in question has 
the famous Union Printers’ Home at 
Colorado Springs, an institution 

which Dr. McInnes, M.P.P., of Bran- 
don, Provineial Secretary of Mani 
toba, has taken as a model for the 
proposed sanitarium in that province 

Mr. Petiipicee is originally from 
Essex County, Western Ontario, and 
is a newspaper man of transcontinen- 
tal experienee, haying lived in Ed 
monton, and having been employed 
in the Bulletin office about fifteen 
years ago, His last situation, whieb 
he held prior to his appointment a 
few months ago by the Typographical 
Union, was with the Vancouver Pre 
vince, and he hag also figured as 4 
Labor candidate at the last provineia} 
election in British Columbia, when 
he stood as one of the candidates for 
the City of Vancouver. Naturally, he 
has been keenly interested in the in 
flux of the Oriental element into the 
provinee in which he has made his 
home, and his opinion can safely he 
relied upon ss representing the feel- 
ing of organized labor in the coast 
city. : 

The Corporation Government. 

“The feeling in the province is 
strorig, “ard-ig not, entirely based on 
sentimental or racial considerations 
The labor people know that the en 
tire case is theirs, and if the provinte 
of British Columbia were left to de- 
cide this question, a solution would 
follow rapidly. After all, there is Hit- 
tle reason for the workers to com- 
plain, for they have by their votes 
placed in power in the province a gov- 
ernment which hos turned the great 
natural resources of the provinee— 
the t mber, the mines and the fisher 
ies—-over to corporations. 

“Naturally, corporations are organ- 
ized ior the purpose of making pro 
fits, They seek to acquire profit by 

two means.. One’ is by limiting pro 
duction, thus forcing up prices, The 
country is hearing much of this phase 
of the question in Alberta these days, 
Commissions are beng appointed to 
investigate the causes whereby com- 
petition is eliminated by, the corpora- 
tions, and the pres is filled with ae 
counts of their proceedings. 

The other means of increasing pro- 
fits is that which is agitating the 
people of the Coast at the present 
time cheap labor. ‘The importation 
of Asiaties means a reduction in the 
cost of producing labor power, and 
in proportion as this coat of produe- 
tion is low, and the priee of the other 
commodities thigh, 80 dre the profits 
of the corporations large. That is the 
erux of ibe whole question.

A Mistaken: impression, 

“The argument used in some quar- 
ters that the labor for which the Asta 
ties are imported is of a nature which 
white men will not undertake ig en- 
tirely wrong. If the remuneration in 
a sawmill, a mine or in the fishery 
business was such that a white man 
could ive with the comforts and 
luxuries of home life to which his 
education and intelligence entitles 
him, white men would be found who 
are willing to perform these tasks, 
Nor does the cheap labor have any 
tendeney to reduce the price of the 
commodity in the market. The com 
bimes alone profit by that through 
their ability to manipulate prices. 

“T have always spoken of the inva- 
sion ag an importation,” added Mr 
Pettipiece, “immigration is a mis- 
nomer for what is taking place, ‘The 
Anti-Asiatic League, an organization 
consisting of representatives of the 
Trades and Labor Council, the Lib 
eral and Conservative associations, 
and o vast number of small shopkeep 
ers and tradespeople, is agitating in 
the most active manner. The advent 
of the Jap into the sphere of the 
ammall shopkeeper has made his arriv- 
1l in Britsh Columbia something dit- 
ferent from the advent of the China 
man, and has awakened the small 
tradespeople to their danger. Both 
political parties are vieing with each 
other in their endeavors, to appear to 
the white wage-earners’ as the party 
entitled to any credit should anything 
of the nature of legislation be passed 
to solve the problem confronting Br.t- 
ish Columbia,” 


What Bowser Says. 

“How about the Imperial reasons?” 

“That canard has been exploded,” 
said Mr, Pettipiece, ‘The importa 
tion is not affected by any treaty 
made by Britain with Japan. The 
attorney-general of the province, Mr, 
Bowser, holds in his possession com. 
munications received from the Colon 
ial Office in London which declare 
that there is no possibility of an ob- 
jection coming from the Imperial gov 
ernment to the passing of a measure 
similar to that controlling Asiatie im 
migration into the colony of Natal. 

“What do you think will be the ul 
timate outcome of the invasion?” 

“That is a question involving large 
issues.. There are, roughly speaking, 
about 15,000 Asiatics in the province, 
including Japanese, Chinese and Hin 
dus. Their effect has heen a dis- 
turbance in the labor market and will 
undoubtedly reduce the standard of 
living in many of the occupations. It 
has a social effect, also, The intro 
duction of Eastern vices, a thing 
which observers have noted in all 
coast cities, is one of the results of 
the new form of patriotism introduced 
into the province by the corporations 
The sacrifice of the interests of the 
people of the province to the corpora- 
tions ‘is something, which, as I said 
before, is entirely due to the electors 
of the province themselves.”’ 

Mr. Pettipiece will be in the city a 
few days, when he expects to leave 
for the Dominion Trades and Labor 
‘Congress’s annual session at Winni- 
peg, going by way of the ©. N, R., 
and stopping off at pomts on the way 
for organizing purposes.

ALL TELL OF DESTRUCTION OF DOCUMENTS 


The prosecution of the Alberta Re- 
tail Lumber Dealers’ association has 
been in progress three days. During 
that time seven witnesses have been 
examined and crossexamined. The 
witnesses, Messrs. A. M. Grogan, sec- 
retary of the Alberta R. L. D. associa- 
tion; Geo. P. Woods, secretary of the 
Mountain Mills association; R. H. H. 
Alexander, secretary of the British 
Columbia Lumber and Shingle Manu- 
facturing Co. (Ltd.), represent more 
particularly the organizations whose 
alleged machinations constitute the 
charge of conspiracy made against the 
members of the A. R, L, D. assoeia- 
tion. Each of the above witnesses 
had practically the same story to tell, 
namely, that they with one accord 
have destroyed the documentary evi- 
dence that was used at the investiga. 
tion at Oltawa last winter, Secretary 
Grogan says he was highly displeased 
with the way the documents were 
treated at Ottawa. Members of the 
House who were not on the parlia- 
mentary commission of investigation 
had access to the letters to papers. 
He resolved there that when he ob- 
tained possession of them again he 
would put them out of the way, When 
he received the package from Ottawa 
he burned them without looking them 
over. Becretary Wells did the same 
thing. Secretary Alexander saved the 
minute book of the defunct coast mill- 
men’s asso¢ ation, and a number of 
letters and price lists which the exe- 
vative of the assoeiation considered 
necessary lor the inception of the 
business a the incorporated. company 
whieh was formed last Mareh super: 
seding the old association. The effect 
of destroying the documentary evi- 
dence pertinent to the prosecution hag 
placed the Crown at a disadvantage 
in obtaining specific examples of the 
charge mentioned in the indictment,

Secretary Grogans’ Evidence, 

The evidence of Seeretary Grogan 
brought out the following {acts : 

As secretary of the A. R. L. D. as- 
sociation he has a list of the millmen 
both of the Mountain Mills associa- 
tion and the B, C, Lumber and Shin- 
gle Manufacturing Co,, Ltd. 

That pursuant to a resolution pass- 
ed in Edmonton by the Alberta Re- 
tailers’ association, he sent te the two 
millmen’s associations lists of “‘legiti- 
mate dealers” in Alberta, which list 
was the list of the members of the 
Retail Lumber Dealers’ association. 

One of his duties was te consider 
and transmit the complaints of re 
tuilers to the millimen for shipping to 
consumers direct, and to men who 
had no yards, No complains save 
those of members of the association 
are eonsidered. 

That if he found that a certain mill 
continued to supply a firm or indivi- 
dual who was not a member of the 
aasociation, he would call a meeting 
oi the directors.

Secretary Alexander's Evidence, , 


The evidence of Secretary Alexan 
der brought out the following: 

That the old Coast Mills association 
wae superseded by a limited incorpor- 
ated company, because they feared 
they were contravening the law. 

That members of the old association 
were required to take an affidavit Qhat 
they would not cut prices, alter termes, 
nor sell to any but members of the 
association 

The cross-examination of the wit- 
nesses indicated that the manufactur- 
ers and retailers consider the lumbes 
business analogous to the grocery 
business, and that the aim of their 
organizations is to maintain the trade 
within the limits preseribed by the 
oldest guilds in the world, 

There is no combine. The organiza- 
tion is for the purpose of promoting 
the lumber trade on modern methods 
of business.

Worst Race Riot in History of West. Ohinatown 
Object of Mob’s Wrath. Japs Show Fight

Vaneouver, Sept. & One of the 
worst race riots in the history of Can- 
ada occurred here last night and 
early this morning and as a result 
seven are under arrest. Dosens of 
persons were so badly injured that 
they are fit subjects for the hospital. 
The primary motive of the disorder 
was a demonstration of labor people 
against Lieut, Gov. Dunsmuir, and 
it rapidly developed into an attempt 
to demolish Chinatown and the Jap- 
anese quarters, The riet started when 
the meeting had ended at the city 
hall. The purpose of the meeting 
there was to bring to the attention ef 
the Federal government the need cf 
stopping altogether the Asiatic im 
migration. Long before the parade 
reached the meeting place the audi- 
forium was crowded to overflowing 
and it was to find entertainment for 
itself that the overflow meeting, seven 
or eight thousand strong, sought the 
diversion of cleaning out Chinatown. 
But before this occurred they burned 
the effigy of James Danemuir, the 
lieutenant governor, 

None too popular at any time with 
the labor pecple, the representative 
of King Edward in British Columbia 
brought himeelf into particular dis- 
favor with the working man at the 
last session of the legislature by de- 
clining to assent to the anti-Japanese 
legislation. The effigy of the governor 
burned brightly and the crowd eheer- 
ed lustily. Westininster avenue, in 
soth directions, was one mass of 
straining and yelling humanity, 
from the side streets the crowd con 
tinued to pour in. 

American Agitator Present. 

Then eame A. E. Fowler, secretary 
of the anti-Asiatic league, of Seattle, 
who told the crowd how the Hindus 


nad been driven out of Bellingham 
Five minutes later the crowd was 
wrecking all that was moveable and 


breakable in Chinatown, In the 
meantime a series of resolutions 
against the Asiaties were carried at 
the meeting indoors. Down in China- 
town the Orientals took to the woods, 
some hid in cellars, others went out 
on the roofs znd in all cases the 
doors were locked and blinds drawn, 


The new Chinatown is a brick, stone 
and ,plate glass affair, Bricks and 
rocks did frightful havoc with the 


fronts of these handsome buildings 

Chief of Police Chamberlain called 
out the fire brigade with the imten 
tion of turning the hose on the mob, 
but he was airaid to do this for fear 
that in revenge the rioters would 
burn Chinatown. As a matter of fact 
this was attempted on several ocean 
sions, but none of the fires amounted 
to anything. Finally a big hook and 
ladder truck was thrown across Car- 
roll street at the Woods hotel and 
the erowd was held behind this. 

Japs Put Rioters to Flight. 

Following the burning of the lieu- 
tenant governor in effigy in front of 
the city hall on the pudlie street 
were the wildest scenes ever witnes 
sed in Western Cunada. The police 
were powerless, being unable to col 
lect the moh. The police had actual 
ly to appeal to the Japanese merely 
to resist attacks on themselves and 
their property rather than to go on 
the street and fight openly, Hundreds 
of the Mikado’s subjects had come te 
town early in the day to witness the 
parade and demonstration of the 


evening. They were watching for a 
battls in the streets which i it had 
oecurred would probably lave reautt- 
ed mm many fatalities. But in onty 
one case did they make a determined 
fight and then they put the rioters to 
fligit. 


Pitched Battle Sunday Morning. 


Karly this morning a pitched battte 
oeeurred at the corner of Westmmster 
avenue and Powell streets, in whieh 
the white rioters received consider. 
ably the worst of it. Pour bloeks 
along the latter thoroughfare are lin- 
ed with Japanese stores. Profiting by 
their experience in the Chinatown 
riot the police had stretehed ropes 
across the streets and were defending 
the entrance to all comers. But at 
this corner are three handsome Jap- 
anese gencral gtores, Two thousand 
men surged around this poimt, Sud- 
denly from away up the street came 
the sound of smashing glass, as some 
plate glass frout was stove in. In- 
stantly hiundreds of bricks flew from 
all directions at the corner stores and 
in fitteen seeonds a thousand dolars 
of damayve was done. The Japanese 
could stand it no longer. From the 


stores, from hallways, from roofs, 
they hurried into the street, anned 
with sticks and boitles and even 


knives, They charged the mob. “Ban. 
vais” filled the air. In five minutes 
the Japanese had cleared the street 
away up Powell street. A volley of 
pistol shots were heard at this mo- 
ment and the crowd turned its at- 
tention to the new scene of fighting. 
The Japanese pursued and the white 
m.en fled only to take up the fight mm 
znother place, where the Intle brown 
enemy were not nearly so well organ. 


iwd. The Japanese had been well 
prepared for this street corner at- 
tack. They used broken bottles, to 


periection. Grasping im his band the 
neck of a broken botle, the Japan- 
ese would jab it into the face or body 
of the nearest rioter, and many 
wounds weve inflicted by this system 
of warfare. Knives were used in this 
fight, too. Two white men were so 
badly injured that they had to be 
earned away by the crowd! 

Up to this time not a single arrest 
had been made, but by 2 o’elock the 
crowd had beguu to become thinner 
in places, and one by one seven riot- 
ers were gathered in, But even then 
the police had literally to fight with 
their captives’ friends every step of 
the way to the station, which stands 
only two blocks away from the Jap- 
anese district. 

Early in the evening the police did 
not have a chance to make an arrest. 
As soon as a rioter was laid hold of 
for heaving a brick through a win- 
dow or assaulting a Chinaman, three 
or four of his eomrades would 
rush forward and snatch the arrested 
man from the policeman,

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THE DISPENSER OF THE FAITH. 


(Montreal Herald.) 

“On the 10th of October, two thou- 

sand dollars direct to Mr, Pelletier; 
on the 17th, three thousand dollars to 
Mr. Pelletier’s committee,through Mr 
Giroux; 21st of October, three thou- 
eand dol'ars the same way; 24th, four 
thousand dollars in the same way 
26th, five thousand dollars in the 
same way; 29th, four thousand dol- 
lars in the same way.” 


The foregoing extract from the te 
timony given by Mr. Hugh Graham 
when he was-defending a suit 
brought against himself by L'Evene- 
ment, the Quebec Conservative news 
makes it clear that between 


paper, 
the 10th and 29th of October, 1904, 
Mr. Graham sent twenty-one thou- 


sand dollars of his own money to be 
used for eleetion purposes in the dis- 
trict of Quebec. 

That was an average of rather bet 
ter than a thousand dollars a day, 
Sundays included, 

This happened during the time be- 
tween the issue of the writs for a gen- 
eral election and the election itself, 
which took place the first week ip 
November, 

Mr, Graham also told why most o! 
the money was sent to Mr, Giroux, 

“About the 24th of October. I receiv 
ed a letter from Mr. “Borden, the 
chief, telling me that money must not 
be handled by men of the party in 
public life, and that it was better to 
have in each province, persons ap- 
pointed who were in every way ac 
ceptable to the party, locally,”

ped paying to Mr. Pelletier, who was 
in public life, and thereafter paid to

Finally, Mr, Graham mentioned 
that hie usefulness in the campaign 
of 1904 mainly consisted in making 
gifts of money to the Conservative 
party, which money was spent in sev- 
eral provinces of the Dominion. Mr. 
Graham was not moved to mention 
the aggregate of his gifts to the party 
in all parts of the Dominion during 
those nineteen days when he sent 
twenty-one thousand into the Quebec 
district, but on any reasonable basis 
of multiplication the aggregate must 
have represented a very tidy sum. All 
of it, vwjiatever it was, was sent en 
the express recommendation of Mr. 
Borden to local committees, no memn- 
ver of which must be a man in publie 
life, ° 

Is it too much to suggest to Mr, 
Borden that this revelation puts him 
in rather an awkward position? When 
it was shown that certain local sup- 
porters of the Liberal party had spent 
money with the object of securing the 
election of the Hon. Mr. Hyman in 
London, without any publie man hav- 
ing anything to do with il, precisely 
as laid down by Mr, Borden in his in- 
struction to Mr. Graham, Mr. Hyman 
resigned from his seat in Parliament 
and retired from public life. Why 
should there be one measure of justice 
for Mr. Hyman and another measure 
of justice for Mr. Borden? 

What became of that twenty-one 
thousand dollars, spent in the three 
weeks prior to the election? There is 
no official record, as required by the 
law, to show that Mr, Graham spewt 
it, or that Mr, Giroux spent it, or how 
it was spent, 

Does anybody suppose the law con- 
templates the propriety of a gentle- 
man in Montreal thus dividing the 
Dominion into sections and sending 
three, four and five thousand dollarg 
into each every second day or so fof 
a couple of weeks prior to the voting?

COAL SITUATION 
SOMEWHAT EASIER 


Galt Mines Hustling to Keep up 
Demand— Skilled Men Wanted — 


Special Correspondence to 
To-onte Globe. 


Tatubridge, Sept. 7.--The Galt mines 
bite furnish a largé part of the domes- 
ut coal which is used in the west, and 
they are now contributing 700 
per day for the use of the prairie Prov- 
inets. The present market for this 
fuel extends over Manitoba, Saskatcho- 
wan and 
sufficient to take care of the whole out- 
put, General Manager Nasmyth, who 
has charge of the mines, told me to. 
day that he could easily sell’ all his 
coal in the United States, the demand 
from that quarter being particularly 
active at the present time. The pol- 
icy of his company has always been, 
however, to look after the Canadian 
trade first, and if there was any sur- 
plus to send it across the border, There 
is not much prospect of a surplus for 
some months to come. Galt coal is in 
demand all over the west, and the pres- 
ent shipments are being readily absorbed 
by the trade. The company is also 
stocking its coal at various points close 
to consuming districts, in order to be 
able to satisfy urgent demands quick] 
during the winter. Indifference o 
the part of the trade in the matter of 
stocking up is not noticed in the dis 
ttibution of coal from this point. Th: 
mines are hustling to keep up with the 
demand, and the managers are con 
cerning themselves because they are un 
able to increase the output. 

Skilled Miners Are Scarce. 

Mr. Nasmyth says that the scarcity 
of skilled miners is the principal diffi- 
culty in the production of coal, “If 1 
could secure ten first-class men,  ac- 
customed to mining by machinery, |!

It is only 
when the cold winds sweep across the 
prairie that the people acknowledge the 
necessity of laying in fuel for the win:

Plenty of Cars Available. 

The supply of cars, according to Mr 
Nasmyth, is ample, and the company 
anticipates no trouble in sending for 
Ward its consignments promptly. The 
situation is most encouraging in ever) 
way, with the exception of the scarcity 
of skilled workmen, and it is nct 
thought possible that last year’s un- 
pleasant scenes will be repeated. Even 
if the weather should become fractious 
as it did last winter, and refuse to oon- 
fine itself within reasonable limits, the 
preliminary arrangements for , offsetting 
its disadvantages are in a ‘much more 
forward state. And no one supposes 
for a moment that the west is to have 
another winter like that of last year. 
Two such winters in succession have 
never been known before, and all the 
early signs point to a more reasonable 
brand of weather during the coming 
months, Prophecies as to the climatic 
conditions which will prevail six months 
hence are not possible, of course, and 
the people can only hope. 

Liberal Terms to Dealers. 

The liberal terms which are afforded 
to th e coal trade by the Galt «mines 
this year tend to greatly diminish the 
burden which, under other  cireum- 
stances, the retailer would be called 
mpon to assume, Lethbridge coal will 
be shipped to any point in t he west, 
freight prepaid, upon the request of a 
reputable dealer, and payment for it 
may be postponed until January 1 next. 
The retail dealor pays the freight, of 
course, when he s«ettles his obligation 
to the company for the coal. But he 
has no ground to complain about the 
terms. In these days of a worldwide 
money stringency the accommodation 
which this scheme affords is of great 
value. The action of the Galt mines 
has been followed .by practically all the 
other coal companies doing business in 
western Canada, and a great obstacle 
to the active circulation of coal has 
been removed. It is understood that 
this step was taken by the companies 
at the request of the Saskatchewan Gov- 
ernment, which has been doing its best 
to prevent a recurrence of last year’s 
unfortunate incidents in that Province, 

The Taber Mines. 

The mines of the Canada West Com- 
pany at Taber, near Lethbridge, are not 
producing coal at present, having closed 
down to make improvements in the 
plant, These properties will resume 
their shipments about October 15, it is 
expected, and their future operations 
will be on a much larger scale. Here- 
tofore they have produced 300 to 400 
tons per day, but during the coming 
winter the output, according to the cal- 
culations of Mr. F. T. Lynch, one of 
the directors, will be about 2,000 tons, 
The new machinery which is now being 
installed there will permit of this vast 
increase in the production, if the supply 
of labor be adequate, The fears about 
the shortage of help enter prominently 
into a consideration of the-outlook at 
Taber, and if the workmen are not avail- 
able there will be difficulty about meet- 
ing the demand for coal. Important 
development work is proceeding there, 
and provision is being made to steadily 
increase the amount of domestic

LOOKING OVER | 
TIMBER RESERVES 


R.H. Campbell, Forestry Expert, in 
City, is Arranging for Protection 
of Reserves Created by 
Parliament. 


R. H. Campbell, of Ottawa, forestiy 
expert connected with the Depart 
ment of the Interior, is in the city 
and is registered at the Alberta. 

By an act of Parliament passed at 
the last session of the House of Com 
mons, 6,000 square miles of timbe: 
lands in the west were set apart as 
forest reserves. Five of these are 
situated in Manitoba. three in Sask- 
atchewan, two in Alberta and five in 
the railway belt in British Columbia 
The Alberta reserves are at Cooking 
Lake and in the Waterton Lakes’ dis 
trict, 

In the creation of these rese:ves, 
the Government had for its primary 
object enswring to the settler a pe- 
petual supply of timber. The policy 
of the Government in the administre- 
tion of the reserves does not permit 
of the sale of any portion of them. 
Still, the policy is not to entirely p:e- 
vent the cutting of the timber, but to 
hold the reserves for the use of the 
settler, so that he may be provided 
with a p-rpetual supply. Permits are 
granted settlers to cut the timber, 
the regulations being such ag not to 
admit of the complete decimation ot 
any section of the reserves. 

In the administration of the »- 
serves one of the first requirements is 
an adequate system of fire protection. 
[It is for the cvganization of such a 
system that Mr. Campbell is here 
He has already been over the reserve 
in Manitoha and  Sabkatchewan, 
and from here he goes to Britis’ 
Columbia. 

“Besides arranging for special fire 
rangers,”’ said Mr. Campbell to a 
Bulletin representative this morning 
**T ain also instructed to have a tim- 
ber survey made. This means th? 
ascertaining of the stand. and how 
much the range will produce to per- 
mit of so much cutting each year 
and at the same time provide for a 
nerpetual supply. 

“No portion of the reserves will 
be sold .to lumbermen, and permits 
for cutting will be granted to settle’ « 
only,”* j 

“There are eight fire rangers in 
this district, J. A. Cameron, of Ed- 
monton, being the chief forest range 
T am arranging to have three men go 
into the Athabasca and Lesser Slave 


district this year if the fall is dry to 
nrotect the forests there from fire 
Special arrangements will also b> 


made to protect the timber hetween 
Edmonton and British Columbia dar- 
ing the railway construetion work. 
which will shortly be under way 
There is little doubt that the forest 
fires which oceurred recently from 
Kenora and east was the result of the 
ronstruction work of the C:P.R. It 
is to prevent such an occurrence here 
that we shall institute rigid preeau- 
tionary measures, 

Mr, Campbell also spoke of the 
policy of the government in connec- 
tion with the supplying of trees to 
farmers for wind breaks and shelter 


belts. Since this work was com- 
menced 7.000,000 trees have been 
planted in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 


and Alberta, The trees are provided 
free of charge, the farmer agreeing to 
cultivate them for two years. He 15 
advised as to the best location for 
the trees and as to the variety of 
trees best adapted to the elevation of 
his farm Maple, elm, ash and 
cottonwood are the four varietios 
vhich are most successfully grown, 
The results haye been eminently 
satisfactory, 85 per cent. of the trees 
planted growing. The idea of pro- 
viding farmers on the prairies with 
trees is to give shelter to his house 
and out-buildings, and in time to 
provide a fuel supply.

Ottawa, Sept. 8—Weather condi- 
tions, superior ammunition and the 
peep-sight and = aplendid coaching, 
told heavily in tavor of the Americans 
capturing the Palma trophy on Sat- 
urday with the phenomenal seore of 
1,712, out of a possible 1,806, Canada 
1,671, Austratia 1653, Britain 1520. 
Despite the handicap, particularly in 
the sights, Canada was ahead of he 
Americans two points in the thousand 
yard range. 

A week ago Major Richardson, of 
the British team, wrote the National
